"They (the advocates of compulsory Bible-reading) 


eojitend that tb« pAbffc schools ought to teach the Christion 
religion to <&ildren *S a part of their education. It is no 
more tfce business-oft the public schools to teach religion 
than it is the business* >;6f the Sunday schools to teach chem- 
istry. The idea that: the state should teach Christianity 
s fundajnentally errbneous." 


True, as to any-particular creed—but it was certainly 


the purpose of the founders of the American nation to cul- 
tivate the religious impulse. The Bible has been read in the 
common schools of America for two hundred years, and 
when it is barred, either by too-zealous friends or vindictive 
enemies, this country will have lost the last flavor of its 
youth.
